committee of the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee at the opening 
ot hearings on the- Howell-Barkley 
bill proposing abolition of the board. 
The bill, 
which -is sponsored by 
railroad labor organizations, uprposes 
settlement of railroad labor disputes 
by conference 
between self-chosen 
representatives of railroad manaae- 
-ments and employes with further re- 
course to mediation and arbitration. 


Mr- Robertson, who also is chair- 
man of a legislative sub-committe* 
of the railroad labor organizations, 
declared the activities of the railroad 
labor board had brought about "an 
era of Industrial discord after thirty 
years of peace," .Long delays in set- 
tlement of disputes have created dis- 
satisfaction among employee, he said 
and the "uselessness1' of the board 
has been shown by the "increasing 
number of violations by the railroads 
of its decisions " 
"This bill," the labor spokesman 
said, "utilizes well tried and effective 
methods of .adjustment of labor con- 
troversies through 
conferences and 
appeals to boards of adjustment, me- 
diation by a government board of 
mediation and conciliation, and flnal- 
ly*-through arbitration. The" legal and 
enforceable . obligation, ~-ro_ -fulfill a 
contract' is "the basis for the only 
compulsion provided in the bill. 
"Contracts resulting- fro mcollective 
bargaining between 
the self-chosen 


representatives, of employers and »m- 
ployes are to be enforced. The De- 
cisions of~conferences or of a Aboard 
of' adjustment upon grieveances are 
to be obeyed. If controversies can- 
not be ended by agreement, govern- 
ment mediators may be appealed to, 
or they may offer their cervices. ,If 
mediation is unsuccessful, complete 
provision is made tor voluntary ar- 
bitration, the opportunity for which 
neither party can afford to reject.

The appearance here this morning 


of two agronomists, able to speak 
with authority on the question of cot- 
ton production in this state is timely 
and offers an unusual opportunity to 
the farmers o£ the adjacent territory 
and the business and mercantile in- 
terests of Danville to study it in close 
detail. 


Crop 
diversification 
lias 
been 


preached assiduously in the whole 
tobacco area for years, tobacco grow- 
ers have been -warned agamst over- 
production of the staple crop which 
inevitably results in a curtailment in 
the value of the crop and a special 
effort has been made to impress the 
farming element with the necessity 
of producing' at least such crops as 
are necessary to provide sustenance 
to the farmer and his stock. 
It is 


only v.Ithin the past jear or two that 
cotton growing has been given any 
serious consideration The theoretical 
possibilities ha\e been discussed fre- 


• quently and now we find instances of 


tobacco growers trying cotton raising 
in small quantities as an experiment. 
The experiment has been made at a 
propitious time with a world short- 
age of this great American crop be- 
cause of insect bests -which have in- 
vaded the heart of the cotton area 
-with accompanying ruination to hun- 
dreds of farmers. 


The price paid for tobacco during 


recent years has been a stimulation 
to over-cultivation. 
The crop just 


marketed -was the second largest ever 
produced in the American bright belt 
and with new areas in the far Soutji 
opened to tobacco growing and the 
•well known tendency of growers in 
this section to plant out as much to- 
bacco as possible brings nearer the 
danger of a supply greater than the 
demand -which -will react unfavorably 
to the grower. There is no going be- 
hind that fundamental principle in 
the production of any commodity. 


Cotton glowing despite the short- 


ness of the growing season in Virgin- 
ia, should 
be given some serious 


thought. The recent experiments in

According to the annual religious 


census taken by the Christian Herald 
and generally accepted as accurate, 
church membership m the United 
States Increased by 6SO.OOO last year 
over 1322. giving,a total of 45.457,366.

'£• It ordained by the council of 
th* city of Dahvlll*. that any person, 
firm or corporation operating a *oft 
drink establishment or restaurant in 
th* city of Danville shall use such

disinfecting drinking 
utensils as may be approved by the 
City Health O«ie*r. Any person, firm 
or. corporation falling to comply with 
this ordinance shall, upon conviction 
ther«of, be fined not less than five 
($5.00) nor mor* than twenty-five 
($25.00) dollars."
